Wuenx Franklin reached the Polar Sea, in 1825, 
he displayed from the summit of Garry Island 
a bright flag never before unfurled. It had em- 
ployed the tedious hours of his first wife’s sick- 
ness, and he had promised to unfurl it for the 
first time when the Great North Sea lay unen- 
cumbered before him. Franklin had known from 
a passing whaler that his wife was dead, yet 
“he repressed all sign of painfukemotion, that he 
“might not cloud the triumph of his sailors at 
“having planted the British colours on this little 


duty and the same affection which prompted him 
has animated Lady Franklin for thirteen years. 
Ever hoping against hope, ever expecting the sound 
ef familiar footsteps at the door, she has watched 
and waited. Long after all hope had died away 
from others, she hoped on. Ever the arm- 
chair was vacant, in the accustomed place; ever 
the favourite volume on the table; ever the furni- 
ture of the room disposed as it used to be when the 
master was at home. 

Her fortune was spent cheerfully in searching 
for tidings of the lost. Four expeditions she had 
sent out, but the ice had closed round her hus- 
band and his crew, and no one could discover an 
opening in the wall. They had dived into a thick 
mist,.never to reappear. And even at last, when 
trinkets she knew too well, watches and broken 
relics, were brought home, still she would search. 
Who kpew but that he was spared, though all the 
rest had perished ? 

Last year, then, she fitted out a yacht: her diminisMed 
means denied a larggr vessel. Hundreds of honest 
seamen volunteered to search for the old Commodore. 
She could take but 25. An Irishman was chosen Cap- 
tain; he had twice before been all through the Frozen 
‘Sea, and knew every turn of those intricate channels 
which split up the polar. regions into floes. This 
little vessel has performed her duty well, though 
bringing the certainty of death to all. She has car- 
ried home some bleached and tattered clothing, a 
union flag---the last thing a living sailor would aban- 
don---some letters found under a skeleton, addressed 
no one can tell to whom, for the wasting body 


watches and a sextant, and arecord that the stout 
Sir John Franklin had died twelve years since, long 
before anyone feared for his return, or before Lady 
Franklin had begun to hope. 
Amidst the ruins of Pompeii, silent as it has been 
for near two thousand years, possibly the most inte- 
resting object is the skeleton of the guard in his niche 
at the gate. He would not leave his post, though 
the fires from heaven came raining down, and 
the red lava flowed at his feet. In 
our own buried city of Uriconium, the 
sentinels have kept their posts, even though fire, 
possibly an enemy’s, devoured the city. But these 
relics lose their interest in cemparison with the 
lonely skeletons found on the everlasting snow, with 
tattered remnants of old finery around them in that 
icy desert of nature. What story in any romance 
equals the touching pathos of this fragment ?—“ ten 
miles farther a bleached skeleton was found, around 
which lay fragments of European clothing. Dpon 
carefully removing the snow, a small pocket-book 
was found, containing a few letters; these, although 
much decayed, may yet bedeciphered. His position 
yerified the Esquimaux’s assertion, that the men 
dropped as they walked along.” 

Wherever the remains of an encampment were 
found, there. were found traces of the order and 
discipline of British seamen. There seems to have 
been no confusion, no flurry. Once it was determined 
te leave the ships, the most useful articles were 
selected in abundance. At one station, where a long 
stay was made, the men seem to have abandoned all 
but what was absolutely necessary. Perhaps they 
had been ice-bound for months, and the west wind 
blew, and the barrier broke up, and they rushed away 
to take advantage of the opening, or perhaps they 
saw some one of those sixty ships sent out to their 
assistance, and hurried along 4he shore to attract at- 
tention, but too late. In another place, farther to the 
North, a longboat was discovered, carefully drawn 
up out of the reach of the surf. In it were found 
two skeletons; one at the prow. He had been look- 
ing out upon the sea until he died. The other in 
a heap at the stern, under a mass of clothes. He had 
been sick, perhaps, and celd, and his tompanion re- 
mained to watch him until help came. Plenty had 
been left. Tea, tobacco, ammunition, chocolate— 
even a drift tree had been rolled up to the boat; and 
beside the gunwale lay two rifles, exactly as they 
were placed eleven years ago. Whata parting that 
must have been, as the survivors left these two men, 
scurvy-stricken, perhaps, and unable to move far- 
ther !

If this, then, is the position of affairsin India, 
it seems plain enough that a good division of troops 
could be spared from its garrison of 400,000 soldiers, 
without encroachment on the forces necessary for the 
defence of the Empire. 
| We have already some regiments of Native Troops 
in China, two or three battalions of Sepoys having been 
attached to the garrison of Cantom. ‘These men are not 
spoken of in very high terms, and perhaps, what with 
the suspicion under which they naturally labour, and 
what with the ordinary caprices of their caste, they 
are not found so serviceable as might be. No such 
objections, however, would apply to the levies from 
the Punjaub. The Sikhs are not only high in favour 
at this moment, but they are admirable soldiers. 
Those who witnessed their behaviour, indeed, 
in the late war place hardly any limit to 
their efficiency. They endured all the hardships of the 
campaign by the side of our own men, and were 
found abreast of our Fusiliers.and Highlanders in the 
charge of the assault. As for numbers, in addition to 
all the Sikh regiments existing before the mutiny, Sir 
John Lawrence found no difficulty, or at least none as 
far as recruits were concerned, in raising some 50 fresh 
battalions to aid us in the crisis of our Empire. If but 
5,000 to 6,000 of our discharged Europeans could be re- 
claimed; as many Sikhs could be added to them instantly, 
the aggregate force would suffice for our Chinese expedi- 
tion, and we should be saved trouble at home, while In- 
dia would be relieved in the same proportion of a burden 
overpowering her finances. 
Weare very strongly of opinion that the real military 
strength uf England---that is to say, of the British Em- 
pire---has never been either appreciated or economised 
with sufficient skill. We do, itis true, raise local corps 
in seyeral of our colonies, hut not in any large numbers, 
and for none but loeal service. The total foree of our 
colonial corps, independently of the Indian armies, is 
barely 8,000 men, of whom 3,000 belong to the West 
Indies. Itisnot, however, somuchof the number that 
we complain---though Malays, Hottentots, and Negroes 
might be raised to any conceivable extent---as of the 
stiffness and want of pliability or adaptation character- 
ising the whole military machine, There seems to he no 
skill or economy in the movements, counterchanges, 
or reliefs of the Imperial forces through the various pro- 
vinces of the Empire. We send a few Sepoys to Aden 
and Singapore, and a few Negroes from the West Indies 
to Africa, and there our devices appear to end. For the 
rest, we have no expedient but to go into the British 
market (the dearest of all), raise more British soldiers, 
and send them straight from home to the tropics or the 
antipodes on each successive emergency. e never 
seem to help one colony by another, or to make one 
station serve as the support of the next. Itrequired the 
very direst necessity to extract a portion of the strong 
garrison of the Cape for the assistance of India, and when 
we ventured the other day upon adding a battalion of 
loyal Canadians to the roll of the Line it was thought 
quite a remarkable a 
Contrast, now, with these proceedings the policy of 
the French—a people with an immense army of their 
own, purely national, and with a military spirit pre- 
eminent among the distinctions of States. If ever 
there was a nation which could afford to rely on its 
own population alone, here it is ; and yet what is their 
practice? What was the practice of Napoleon I.? 


discerning that one of the sources of his power lay in 
the extraordinary ability with which he or- 
ganised, and, as it were, manufactured, soldiers. 
He found soldiers everywhere---in every country 
and every corner. He described in an _ instant 
the peculiar capabilities ofeach particular people, seized 
upon them, and by a a judicious adaptation of title, cos- 
tume, and service, turned out with incredible rapidity a 
new “legion” or “brigade” for the reinforcement of 
his armies. He brought even Mamelukes from Egypt, 
and the scimitars. of those outlandish horsemen scared 
the insurgents of Madrid aí the beginning of the Pe- 
ninsular War. Look again at the policy of Napoleon III. 
He commands 400,000 admirably trained Frenchmen, 
but that did not prevent his taking a strong Foreign 
Legion into Italy, or launching thousands of swarthy 
Torcos against the Austrian line. We alone, though 
we could raise 1,000,000 auxiliaries in six months, seem 
to imagine that every soldier on the Imperial esta- 
blishment ought to be enlisted in a market town, and 
shipped from a home port for duty all over the world. 
We once brought Sepoys as far as Egypt, but the pro- 
ceeding is recorded as a military marvel, All those 
Indian troops---the only troops we ever raised in con- 
siderable numbers—-we kept crowded together upon 
their own territories, until the very mass itself produced 
a fermentation, and at length, instead of finding that 
one of our armies could provide another with relief and 
support, we actually raised British soldiers for the sole 
and express purpose of keeping Indian soldiers in check. 
The end, of course, is, that the two forces simply neu- 
tralise each other ; hut we are not without hopes, now 
that attention has been drawn to the subject, of seeing 
some policy discovered which will substitute a good 
military economy for this ruinous waste of power.

Like the 
frontier barons of the middle ages, they find security in 
the rivalry of the great potentates on whose limits 
they live. The Grand Duke, no doubt, considers 
himself, to use the phrase of the Jday, the only pos- 
sible solution of the Tuscan question. Who shall 
rule the fair city of Florence and its classic land ? 
Not Austria, for she has for ever renounced the 
right of interference. Not Sardinia, for Austria will go to 
extremities to prevent it, and the French Emperor, 
nettled at Victor Emmanuel’s independence and the al- 
leged ingratitude of the Piedmontese, will play into the 
hands of his late enemy before allowing a powerful 
State to be founded on his frontiers. The objections 
of the Tuscans to a French Imperial Prince, and the 
transfer to one foreigner of the supremacy lately 
snatched from another, seem likely to forbid the gettle- 
ment which is su od to he favoured by France. 
There are difficul in the way of any new arrange- 
ment, and the exiled Princes may well believe that they 
are destined to return to their capitals, if not amid the 
enthusiasm, at least with the acquiescence, of their sub- 
jects. :

Bay, describing his boats as similar to our whale boat, 
and his party as living in tents, within snow-houses, 
smoking pipes, shooting reindeer, &c., &c. None died. 
They remained there only one winter. 

No rumour of the lost expedition has reached them. 
Within Pond’s Inlet, the natives told us the ice decays 
away every ycar, but so long as any remains whales 
abound. Several large whales were seen by us, and 
we found amongst the natives a considerable quantity 
of whalebone and many norwhals’ horns, which they 
were anxious to barter for knives, files, saws, rifles, 
and wool ; they drew us some rude charts of the inlet, 
shewing that it expands into an extensive channel 
looking westward into Prince ’s Inlet. : 

We could not but regret that noneof our own whaling 
friends—from whom we had recently received so much 
kindness---were here to profit by so favourable an op- 
portunity. Leaving Pond’s Inlet on 6th Aug., we 
reached Beechy Island on 11th, and landed a handsome 
marble tablet, sent on board for this purpose by Lady 


Franklin, bearing an appropriate inscription to the 
memory “of our lost countrymen in the Erebus and 
Terror. 


The provisions and stores seemed in perfect order, 
but a small boat was much damaged from having been 
turned over and rolled along the beach by a storm. The 
roof of the house received some necessary repairs. 
Having embarked some coals and stores we stood in 
need of, and touched at Cape Hotham on the 16th, we 
sailed down Peel Strait for 25 miles on 17th, but find- 
ing the remainder of this channel covered by unbroken 
ice, I determined to make fur Bellot Strait on 19th Au- 
gust, examined into supplies remaining at Port Leopold, 
and left there a whale-boat which we brought away 
from Cape Hotham for the purpose, so as to aid us in 
our retreat should we be obliged eventually to abandon 
the Fox. The steam launch had been forced higher up 
on the beach, and somewhat damaged by the ice. 
Prince Regent’s Inlet was unusually free from ice, but 
very little was seen during our run down at Brentford 
Bay, which we reached onthe 20th August. Bellot 
Strait, which communicates with the Western sea, ave- 
rages one mile in width by 17 or 18 milesin length. At 
this time it was filled with drift ice, but as the season 
advanced became perfectly clear ; its shores are inenany 
places faced with lofty granite cliffs, and some of the 
adjacent hills rise to 1,600 feet; the tides are very 
strong, running six or seven knots at the springs. On 
the 6th September we passed through Bellot Strait 
without obstruction, and secured the ship to fixed ice, 
across its western outlet. From here, until the 27th, 
when I deemed it necessary to retreat into winter 
quarters, we constantly watched the movements of the 
ice in the western sea or channel. In mid-channel it 
was broken up and drifting about; gradually the propor- 
tion of water increased, until at length the ice which in- 
tervened was reduced to three or four miles in width. 
isut this was firmly held fast by numerous islets, and 
withstood the violence of theautumn gales. It was tan- 
talising,beyond description thus to watch from day to 
day the free water which we could not reach, and 
which washed the rocky shore a few miles to the 
southward of us! 

During the autumn, attempts were made to carry out 
depots of provisions towards the magnetic pole, but 
these almost entirely failed in consequence of the dis- 
ruption of the ice to the southward. Lieutenant Hob- 
son returned with his sledge parties in November, after 
much suffering from severe weather, and imminent peril 
on one occasion, when the ice upon which they were en- 
camped became detached from the shore, and drifted off 
to Leeward with them. 

Our wintering position was at the east entrance to 
Bellot Strait in a snug harbour, which I have named 
ort Kennedy, after my predecessor in these waters, the 
commander of one of Lady Franklin’s former searching 
expeditions. Although vegetation was tolerably abun- 
dant, and our two Esquimaux hunters, Mr. Peterson, 
and several sportsmen constantly on the alert, yet the 
resources of the country during eleven months and a 
half; only yielded us eight reindeer, two bears, eighteen 
seals, and a few water-fowl and ptarmigan. 

The winter was unusually cold and stormy. Ar- 
rangements were completed during the winter for 
carrying out our intended plan of search; I felt it to be 
my duty personally to visit Marshal Island, and in so 
doing purposed to complete the circuit of King Wil- 
liam’s Island. 

To Lieutenant Hobson I allotted the search of the 
western shore of Boothia to the magnetic pole, and from 
Gateshead Island westward to Wynniatt’s furthest. 
Captain Allen Young, our sailing master, was to trace 
the shore of Prince of Wales’ Land, from Lieutenant 
Browne’s furthest ; and also to examine the coast 
from Bellot Strait northward, tojSir James Ross’ 
furthest. Gages 

Early spring journeys were commenced on the 17th 
February, 1859, p Age an Young and myself, Captain 
Young carrying epot across to Prince of Wales’ 
Land, whilst I went southward, towards the magnetic 
pole, in the hope of communicating with the Exquimaux, 
and obtaining such information as might lead us at once 
to the object of our such. 

I was accompanied by Mr. Peterson, our interpreter, 
and Alexander Thompson, quartermaster. We had 
with us two sledges drawn by dogs. On 28th February, 
when near Cape Victoria, we had the good fortune to meet a 
small party of natives, and were subsequently visited 
by about 45 individuals. :

A piece of blank r, folded up, 
was found in the cairn, and two broken bottles, which 
may perhaps have contained records, lay beside it 
amongst some stones which had fallen from off the top. 
The most interesting of the articles discovered here, in- 
cluding a boat’s ensign, were brought away by Mr. 
Hobson. About two miles further to the S.W. a 
small cairn was found, but neither‘records nor relics ob- 
tained. About three miles north of Point Victory a 
second small cairn was examined, but only a broken 
pickaxe and empty canister found. 
On 6th May, Lieutenant Hobson pitched his tent beside 
a large cairn upon Point Victory. Lying amongst some 
loose stones which had fallen from the top of this cairn 
was found a’small tin case containing a record, the sub- 
stance of which is briefly as follows :—-This cairn was 
built by the Franklin E ition upon the assumed site 
of James Ross’ pillar, which had not been found. The 
Erebus and Terror spent their first winter at Beechy 
Island, after having ascended Wellington Channel to lat. 
77 deg. N., and returned by the west side of Cornwallis 
Island. Onthe 12th of September, 1846, they were 


beset in lat. 70 05 N. and lon. 98 23 W. Sir J. 
Franklin died on the 11th June, 1847. On the 22nd 


April, 1848, the ships were abandoned five leagues 
to the N.N.W. of Point Victory, and the survivors, a 
‘hundred and five in number, landed here under the com- 
mand of Captain Crozier. This paper was dated 25th 
April, 1848, and upon the following day they intended 
to start for the Great Fish River. The total loss by 
deaths in the expedition up to this date was nine officers 
and 15 men. A vast quantity of clothing and stores of 
all sorts lay strewed about, as if here every article was 
thrown away which could possibly be dispensed with ; 
pickaxes, shovels, boats, cooking utensils, iron work, 
rope, blocks, canvas, adip circle, a sextant engraved 
“¥rederick Hornby, R.N.,” a small medicine chest, oars, 
&

A few miles southward, across Rock Bay, a second 
record was.found, having been deposited by Lieutenant 
Gore and M. des Veux in May, 1847. It afforded no 
additional information. 

Lieutenant Hobson continued his search until within 
a few days’ march of Cape Herschel, without finding 
any trace of the wreck or of natives. He left full infor- 
mation of his important discoveries for me; therefore, 
when returning northward by the west shore of King 
William Island, I had the advantage of knowing what 
had already been found. 

Soon after leaving Cape Herschel the traces of na- 
tives became less numerous and less recent, and after 
rounding the west point of the island they ceased alto- 
gether. This shore is extremely low, and almost ut- 
terly destitute of vegetation. Numerous banks of 
shingle and low islets lie off it, and beyond these Victo- 
ria Strait is covered with heavy and impenetrable 
packed ice. 

When in lat. 69 deg. 09 N., and long. 99 deg. 27 W., 
we came to a large boat, discovered by Lieutenant Hob- 
son a few days previously, as his notice informed me. It 
appears that this boat had been intended for the ascent 
of the Fish River, but was abandoned apparently upon a 
return journey to the ships, the sledge upon which 
she was mounted being pointed in that direction. She 
measured 28 feet in length, by 74 feet wide, was most 
carefully fitted, and made as light as possible, but the 
sledge was of solid oak, and almost as heavy as the boat. 

A large quantity of clothing was found within her, 
also two human skeletons. One of these lay in the after 
part of the boat, under a pile of clothing; the other, 
which was much more disturbed, probably by animals, 
was found inthe bow. Five pocket watches, a quantity 
of silver spoons and forks, and a few religious books, 
were also found, but no journals, pocket-books, or even 
names upon any article of clothing. Two double-bar- 
relled guns stood upright against the boat’s side, pre- 
cisely as they had been placed eleven years before. One 
barrel in each was loaded and cocked ; there was am- 
munition in abundance, also 30lbs. or 40 lbs. of choco- 
late, some tea and tobacco. Fuel was not wanting; a 
drift tree lay within 100 yards of the boat. 

Many very interesting relics were brought away by 
Lieutenant Hobson, and some few by myself. On the 
5th of June I reached Point Victory without having 
found anything further. The clothing, &c., was again 
examined for documents, note-books, &c., without suc- 
cess, a record placed in the cairn, and another buried ten 


feet due north of it. 

_ Nothing worthy of remark occurred upon my return 
journey to the ship, which.we reached on 19th June, 
five days after Lieutenant Hobson. 

The shore of King William Island between its north 
and west extremes, Capes Felix and Crozier, has not 
been visited by Esquimaux since the abandonment of 
the Erebus and Terror, as the cairns and articles lying 
strewed about, which are in their eyes of priceless 
value, remain untouched. 

_ if the wreck still remains visible it is probable she 
lies upon some of the off-lying islets to the southward, 
between Capes Crozier and Herschel. 

On 28th June Capt. Young and his party returned, 
having completed their portion of the search, by which 
the insularity of Prince of Wales’ Land was determined, 
and the coastline intervening between the extreme 
points reached by Lieuts. Osborne and Browne dis- 
covered; also between Bellot Strait and Sir James 
Ross’ furthest in 1849, at Four River Bay. i 
Fearing that his provisions might not last out the re- 
quisite period, Captain Young sent back four of his men, 
and for 40 days journeyed on through fogs and gales 
with but one man and the dogs, building a snow hut 
each night ; but few men could stand so long a continu- 
ance of labour and privation, and its effect upon Cap tain 
Young was painfully evident. 


Lieut. Hobson was unable to stand without assistance 
upon his return on board; he was not in good health 
when he commenced his long journey, and the sudden 
severe exposure brought on a serious attack of scurvy ; 
yet he also most ably completed his work ; and suc 
facts will more clearly evince the unflinching spirit with 
which the object of our voyage has been pursued in these 
detatched duties than any praise of mine. 

We were now, at length, all on board again, As there 
were some slight cases of scurvy, all our treasured re- 
sources of Burton ale, lemon juice, and fresh animal 
food were put into requisition, so that in a com- 
be short time all were restored to sound 

ealth. 


During oursojourn in Port Kennedy, we were twice 
called upon to follow a shipmate to the grave. Mr. 
George Brands, engineer, died of apoplexy, on the 6th 
of November, 1858; he had been out deer-shooting 
st seretad hours that day, and appeared in excellent 
ealth. 
On the 14th June, 1859, Thomas Blackwell, ship’s 
steward, died of scurvy ; this man had served in two of 
the former searching expeditions. ‘The summer proved 
& warm one; we were able to start upon our home- 
ward vcyage on the 9th of August, A although the 
death of the engine-driver in 1857, and of the engineer in 
1858, left us with only two stokers, yet with their essis- 
tance I wasable to control the engines and steam the ship 
up to Fury Point, 
For six days we lay there closely beset, when a change 
of wind removi e ice, our voyage was continued, 
i her interruption, to Godhaven, in 
Disco, where we arrived on the 27th as ag’ and were 
received with great kindness by Mr. Olick, insp 
North Greenland, and the local authorities, who oblig- 
ingly supplied our few wants. .

THE POPE AND HIS DIFFICULTIES. 

The Times’ correspondent at Florence writes --- 

“ Private letters inform me that the Papal Government 
is thrown into the greatest perplexity. ‘They have left 
no stone unturned to find among the Catholic Powers 
some other Protector than that terribly imperious and 
exacting French Emperor, as if there were in the Catho- 
lic world any potentate strong enough to bid Napoleon to 
release his grasp of what he holds as indisputably his 
own. Since the vicissitudes of the war deprived them of 
their mighty stay of Austria, the Roman Court, of course, 
turned to Naples, and tried their skill with Don Gia- 
como de Martino, the SicilianChargé d’ A ffaires, whois said 
to be at least a Liberal, notwithstanding his unswerving 
devotion to the cause ofthe Bourbon dynasty, and whom 
they, atany rate, found inexorable. All their manoeuvres 
at the Court of Naples proved equally unsuccessful, and 
at last Saracapriola himself came to Rome to assure 
them of the utter futility of any hope they might ground 
on the Neapolitan aid. They then turned to Spain, but 
the Madrid Cabinet pleaded their inability to come to a 
treaty without a previous consultation of Parliament, 
whom they could not hope to bend to their views. 
Their application to the Spanish Ambassador, Rios 
Rosas,. met with equally unsatisfactory results. 
They nevertheless succeeded in patching up an agree- 
ment with Queen Christina, who boasted of her influence 
to bring round her royal daughter, Queen Isabella, to her 
views---that agreement which I announced to you a few 
days ago, and by virtue of which the Spanish Queen 
promised toe Pope a garrison of 10,000 or 20,000 soldiers, 
if the French could be induced to evacuate the Roman 
territory. The manager of the whole plot was a 
Senor Arnau, a Secretary of the Spanish Legation, ‘an 
old fox,’ as my correspondent says,«‘ who gave a helping 
hand to Count and Countess Spaur when they smuggled 
away the Pope to Gaeta, in November, 1848.’ The 
English Government got on the scent of this intrigue, and 
their remonstrances to the Spanish Cabinet induced the 
latter to disavow Arnau, and to order his ejection from the 
Embassy. He still continues to reside at Rome, how- 
ever, and he and other well-known Spanish busybodies, 
Aspetzia, Mires, Rianzares, and Castillo, together with 
Bargagli, the late Tuscan Ambassador, Landucci, the 
late Minister, and other Royal servants out of place, 
carry on their paltry intrigues with Antonelli under 
the high patronage of Queen Christina, who has her re- 
presentatives at Rome even in her absence. They have 
been, however, not a little disconcerted by the abrupt 
dismissal of Arnau and the seizure of his tale-telling pa- 
pers. The disgrace of that minion the Court of Rome 
resent as a direct outrage to themselves. Anything more 
absurd than their scheme men could scarcely imagine; 
for, in the first place, Napoleon would not withdraw his 
forces from Rome even on the most peremptory de- 
mands of the Pontiff, and, in the second place, were 
the French to depart, the Italian Liberal party, who 
think themselves no match for Austria or nce, and 
still less for their combined efforts, would show but 
little fear of such forces as either Naples or Spain, or all 
the rest of the Catholic world, with the exception of 
their Most Christian and most Faithful Majesties, could 
bring against them. Spain has had her own day in 
Italy ; and, although Naples and Milan were all but 
killed by two centuries of her improvident and bigoted 
rule, there remains stiil life enough in this Peninsula 
to ward off all attacks from the other.

In the Bengal regiments 5,800 
men have taken their discharge, about 2,300 are ex- 
pected to embark from Madras, and 2,100 from Bombay. 
About 500 discharged European soldiers arrived here on 
Sunday last from Mhow, by rail, and many are on their 
way to the Presidency}from the various military canton- 
ments in the interior. We were informed the other day 
that the ships Contest, Hope, North, Nugget, and Here- 
fordshire have been chartered by Government for con- 
veying the men to England; the first two vessels 
will sail in a few days with about 415 men on board 
each of them. 

This is a matter more important than on the surface 
itappears. It is indeed a lamentable fact that the Bri- 


war. Soldiers cannot be manufactured in a few months, 
nor, when they are striplings at the time of enlistment, 
ina fewyears. But admitting that we are enlisting at 
double the rate ofany previous year ; admitting that we 
have done all that could be done to raise recruits, still 
there comes the question how are we to replace Euro- 
pean regiments of long Indian experience, and at once 
raise British troops seasoned and fit for the head-ships of 
an Asiatic campaign ?—Bombay Gazette. 

Heavy incidents will, we suppose, be made upon upon 
both the Madras and Bombay armies for native troops ; 
and we can only hope that the war wil be this time 
prosecuted vigorously, and a lesson taught the Tartar 
Emperor, wuich neither he nor his dynasty will easily 
forget. From the firsi we were doubtful of the ratifi- 
cation of the treaties; but we did not think that the 
court of Pekin would have had the courage to openly 
oppose, by force of arms, the advance of the embassies. 
The fate of the empire may, however, now be regarded 
as sealed ; as anything less than a bombardment of the 
imperial capital will be insufficient to wipe out the 
humiliation we havejust received. Theforce despatched 
from India will, it is to be presumed, be forthe most part 
composed of natives ; as totake away any great number 
of European troops. would, at all events, be impolitic, 
if not dangerous. We could easily spare from Bombay 
four regiments of native infantry, one of her Majesty’s 
regiments of the line, one of the East Indian 
regiments, and about four companies of artilery. 
Madras probably could furnish an equal number oj native 
regiments, and double the number ofEuropeans. Frem 
Bengal we should thke native troops entirely, such as the 
Sikh and Ghoorka levies, who would be found just the 
kind of men for crossing weapons with the Tartars of 
Northern China. Had Jung Bahadoor been true to his 
engagements, he might at the same time have entered 
Chinese Tartary, and added many a handsome province 
to the dominions of his Nepaulese Majesty. Even now, 
we think, a clever resident at the court of Khatmandoo 
might turn the tide in our favour. Supporred by our 
subsidies, Nepaul might extend her boundaries far into 
Chinese Tartary, while the moral effect of being-attacked, 
both at the centre and the two extremes, would be felt 
allover the empire. It is scarcely to be expected, how- 
ever, that such a judicious line of policy will be pursued. 
The executive will most probably content themselves 


all their energies against Pekin. By this means we may 
destroy the capital but it is questionable whether we 
will be able to obtain a permanent peace.—Bombay Tele- 
graph. :

COURT OF BANKRUPTCY AND INSOLVENCY.

The bankrupt in this case was an oil and colour mer- 
chant in the city of Limerick, and the meeting was for 
the purpose of passing a final examination.

Greaves for the bankrupt. 

Mr. Molloy opposed the final examination, on the 


ther at a time when he knew that he was in insolvent 
circumstances, 

Mr. Greaves contended that there was nothing in the 
bankrupt’s case te warrant opposition to his final exami- 
nation. At the same time he admitted that he had 
lived beyond his means, and therefore acted imprudently. 

The Official Assignee said, he believed that the bank- 
ruptcy in this case, was owing to extravagance. 

His Lordship said, that as the case stood he would 
not pass the final examination, but would adjourn it 

for three months. 

Mr. Greaves said, that when the original schedule 
was filed and vouched it was satisfactory to the two 
assignees ; they, however, called for a special account, 
to show how certain goods were disposed of, and what 
they realised... That account, too, was furnished, and 
found quite satisfactory. Under these circumstances, 
he submitted, it could not be alleged that the bankrupt 
had not made a full and true disclosure of his assets 
and effects. The bankrupt, no doubt, might have been 
unfortunate, and have acted #mprudently in his dealings 
with his brother, which circumstance might operate 
against his obtaining a certificate, but ought not to 
affect his final examination. Mr. Greaves then read a 
letter from one of the bankrupt’s largest creditors, 
expressing his approbation of his general conduct, 
and his intention to assist him in business. 

is Lordship said there was no charge against the 
nkrupt as having refused to give a true and full dis- 
closure of his affairs ; but, according to his own showing, 
he had given away £200 to his brother at a time when 
he knew he was insolvent. 

The Bankrupt was then examined by Mr. Greaves, 
when he stated that he gave his brother £200 to relin- 
quish his claim in the partnership, and that had he (wit- 
ness consented to withdraw, he would have got the same 
amount. He had made no concealment of his affairs, 
but given a true statement of them. " 

His Lordship said he would adjourn the present hea r- 
ing for three months. No additional expense would 
thereby be imposed upon the bankrupt, and by that 
time there might, perhaps, be no opposition to his getting 
a cer tificate.

THe Bartow in Limerick.—At the last meeting of 
the Limerick corporation, Mr. Carte brought forward a 
motion to have the election for the mayoralty conducted 
on the principle of the ballot. ‘The legal adviser of the 
corporation gave it as his opinion that the adoption of 
the principle by the corporation would be illegal, inas- 
much as it would practically evade the operation of the 
act of parliament which rendered the election for mavors 
by open voting imperative. Mr. Carte met this objec- 
tion by altering his motion, and proposing that the 
mayor should be selected by ballot. The propesal ex- 
perienced a determined opposition from some of the 
Protestant members of the council, by whom all the 
hacknied objections raised against the ballot were re 
peated, and its alleged inefficacy in America strongly 
commented on. Mr. John O'Donnell, solicitor, in an 
able and luminous speech, replied, and dwelt forcibly on 
the adoption of the ballot in the election of parliament- 
ary committees as a proof of its great value. After an 
animated discussion the members divided, when eleven 
voted for and eight against the motion. It was then de 
clared carried.—Limerich Examiner. 

Tue Great Eastern.—Mr. Francis Fuller writes to 
a cotemporary :—‘I was a passenger from Blackwall te 
Portland, and in common with every other passenger saw 
Mr. Russell on the bridge between the paddle-boxes re 
ceiving directions either from Captain Harrison or the 
pilot (who stood together upon the paddle-box on Mr.
